TWENTY. FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


'J  he  Trustees  of  Fliut  Public  Library  here\Yith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  February  1900. 

We  are  happy  to  note  the  continued  and  evidently  appreci- 
ative use  of  the  books  in  the  Library  for  home  reading  as  well  as 
for  reference  in  the  reading  room. 

.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  books  in  circulation  is  owing  to 
the  close  of  the  Library  for  a  few  weeks  in  September  for 
necessary  work  of  repair. 

The  Trustees  have  been  enabled  by  the  use  of  the  B.  F.  Emer- 
son funds  placed  at  their  disposal  to  make  great  improvement 
in  the  conveniences  and  appearance  of  the  rooms  of  the  building. 

We  are  under  great  obligations  to  Mrs.  Joseph  N.  Smith  of 
Lynn  for  the  beautiful  memorial  window  which  was  placed  in 
the  trustee's  room  in  August,  in  memory  of  her  father,  Mr. 
Jesse  Fuller,  who  was  born  in  this  town  March  18,  1803  and 
died  in  N.  Y.,  August  18,  1872. 

The  window  was  designed  by  Donald  McDonald  of  Boston, 
who  also  designed  the  memorial  windovv  in  the  reading  room, 
and  is  a  fine  representation  of  a  poem  by  Leigh  Hunt,  Abou  Ben 
Adhem  and  the  angel  with  the  book  of  gold.  In  one  corner 
panel  is  inscribed  "In  memory  of  one  who  loved  his  fellow  men." 
It  is  a  beautiful  tribute  and  will  serve  to  perpetuate  the  name 
of  one  who  was  highly  respected. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Mrs.  Smith  for  the  rich  art  square 
which  has  been  placed  on  the  floor  of  the  trustee's  room,  which 
adds  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  room.  Mrs.  Smith  has  also 
presented  curtains  for  the  windows  of  the  reading  room  and 
trustee's  room. 

The  floors  throughout  the  Library  building  have  been  greatly 
improved  by  a  thorough  cleansing,  filling  and  varnishing,  and 
all  the  standing  woodwork  has  been  varnished.  This  work  was 
well  done  by  Maurice  E.  Tyler. 

Linoleum  carpeting  has  been  laid  on  the  floors  where  most 
used  in  the  reading  room,  librarian's  room  and  book  stackroom.

8d    To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Offi'3ers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4tli  To  vote  on  the  question  :  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  Town?  The  vote  will  be 
by  a  separate  ballot,  and  the  ballot  shall  ba  Yes  or  No  in  answer 
to  said  question. 

5th  To  see  if  the  Town  will  have  cut  on  the  town  lot  what 
wood  will  be  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  hauled  to  the 
lockup  to  be  sawed  and  split  by  persons  applying  for  a  night's 
lodging,  and  determine  how  the  wood,  when  sawed  and  split,  shall 
be  disposed  of. 

6th  To  see  how  miio'i  m^aey  the  Town  will  raise  to  pay  the 
tuition  of  the  High  school  pupils. 

7th  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  raise  to  defray 
town  charges  the  ensuing  year,  and  determine  how  ti»e  same  shall 
be  appropriated. 

8th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation  to  dis- 
count and  interest  on  taxes. 

9th  To  act  on  the  list  of  Jurors  prepared  and  posted  by  the 
Selectmen. 

10th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  let- 
ting the  Town  Hall. 

11th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  en- 
forcement of  law  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

12th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  concerning  the 
cemetery. 
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13th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  for  the  preven- 
tion of  fires,  and  in  respect  to  compensation  of  firemen. 

14th  To  see  what  measures  the  Town  will  adopt  for  the 
removal  of  snow  from  the  sidewalks. 

15th  By  a  petition  of  H.  K.  Richardson  a^d  nine  others  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  supply  the  Center  School  Building 
with  water  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

16th  By  a  petition  of  A.  A.  Wilkins  and  nine  others  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  dispose  of  the  North  School  Building  or 
take  any  action  thereon.  Also  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
dispose  of  the  East  School  Building  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

1 7th  By  a  petition  of  A.  P.  Bagley  and  nine  others  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  place  Insurance  on  the  Town  Hall  and 
Center  School  Building  or  take  any  action  Jbhereon. 

18th  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the 
proper  observance  of  Memorial  day. 

19th  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  take  to  establish  a 
Town  Seal  under  the  Act  of  1899,  Chap.  258,  Section  2. 

20th  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses,  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of 
the  present  year,  and  payable  therefrom. 

21st  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
means  of  collecting  the  taxes  which  a  Town  Treasurer  when 
appointed  may  use.
